About 
an Hour after the Verdict had been given, 
Mr. Baldwin, with Conſtables, Beadles, 
and other Aſſiſtants, to the number of a- 
bout 40 Perſons, had inveſted the Houſe, 
which was only garriſon'd by three lufty 
young Wenches; they were ſummon'd to 
ſurrender, and give Admittance to the 
People without : but they abſolutely refu- 
ſed it, ſay ing, they were amply provided 
with all ſorts of Neceſſaries, and would 
abide the laſt Extremity, rather than give 
their Maſter's Houſe up to be plundered 
by a Parcel of Robbers.
